They are of 
great importance to the Germans for 
this purpose, and it has been recog- 
nized by the Allies that to deprive 
the enemy of them would be one of 
the most effective means of dealing 
with the submarine. 

An attack on these ports by the 
British fleet has been urged, but the 
British naval authorities apparently 
regard the land defenses as, too 
strong to make this practicable. 
Measures have been adopted to de- 
stroy German submarines on enter- 
ing or leaving these ports. Field 
Marshal Haig’s offensive in Flanders 
last summer was generally believed 
to have as one of its main objectives 
the bending back of the German 
northern flank so as te deprive the 
enemy of these two points.

Reviewing the conduct of affairs 
between the United States and Rus- 
sia,’ Senator Sherman said that 
through it “the President carried in 
his hand a blazing brand and didn't 
know it.” He asserted the President 
had made an unwise use of executive 
power by sending to the Bolshevik 
government a message which it used 
to further its own aims.

IN POOR COMPANY. 

“Now there is some company the

Senator Sherman continued, “which 
gives me more reason for distrust. 

Mr. Baker, is 
half a Socialist and the other half 
pacifist. He went into office con- 
vinced that he could help end the 
war, not by making war, but by 
moral persuasion, by argument.

Phelan Says Bomb Plotter 
Probably was Bribed. . 
Had a Fair Trial in Courts, 

Senator Declares. 


His Newspaper Threatened 
President’s Life. 


{BY A F. DAY WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, April 23. — The 
case of Thomas J. Mooney, convicted 
in the San Francisco preparedness 
parade bomb plot, held the attention 
of the Senate again today, with Sen- 
ator Phelan of California defending 
the regularity of Mooney’s trial. 
Senator Phelan commended Presi- 
Gent Wilson for asking a respitg for 
Mooney from Gov. Stephens. 

Referring to the address yesterday 
of Senator Poindexter of Washing- 


ton, who said Seattle labor ,eaders 
were fomenting a strike in behalf 
of Mooney, Senator Phelan ald the 
labor press had charged that Mooney 
was being “railroaded” and that his 
conviction was a legal outrage.”’ 

“This is not true,” said Senator 
Phelan. “There was nothing irreg- 
ular in the court processes. He had 
a fair trial.“ 

When Senator Phelan sald he 
thought Senator Poindexter had re- 
flected on California's courts in con- 
nection with Mooney’s trial, the 
Washington Senator said he was en- 
tirely mistaken and that he. Senator 
Poindexter, had defended the Cali- 
fornia courts. 

TO VINDICATE COURTS. 

The President’s interference in 
behalf of Mooney, Senator Phelan 
asserted, was justified in order to 
vindicate the United States and the 
regularity and fairness of Mooney’s 
treatment in view of the “doubt of 
his gullt created in the minds of 
many people.“ Senator Phelan said 
Mooney is an “unworthy man” and 
that the newspaper of which he had 
been editor had “threatened Presi- 
dent Wilson with assassination.” 

“It is not for us to try this case in 
the Senate, Senator Phelan contin- 
ued. Both myself and the junior 
Senator (Senator Johnson) have 
been asked to bring it up with a 
view to a Congressional investiga- 
tion, but we refused.” 
| The report of the labor commis- 
sion headed by Secretary Wilson, 
which investigated the Mooney case, 
vouched for the fairness of Mooney’s 
trial, Senator Phelan said. He said 
the reports that Mooney had not 
been fairly treated had been spread 
even to Russia and had hampered 
the American mission's efforts there. 

NOT A REFLECTION. 

A motion by Senator Phelan that 
the Wilson commission's report be 
printed in the Record was defeated 
by the Senate, however. The Cali- 
fornia member asked that it be 
printed as an “answer” to Senator 
Poindexter’s address, but both Sena- 
tors Poindexter and Smoot dis- 
claimed that any reflection had been 
made upon California's judiciaf 
processes. 

Senator Phelan declared that in 
labor circles there is no sympathy 
for Mooney and that he is regarded 
“as a very dangerous man because 
of his previous record.“ 

“I believe Mooney and his asso- 
clates were victims of their own cu- 
pidity and that they were bribed by 
German money to perpetrate this 
crime,” the California Senator as- 
serted, declaring that he razretted 
very much that the labor interests of 
the country should have a miscon- 
ception of this crime. 

ARIZONA STRIKE STAND. 
[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE. 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) April 23.—Aft- 
er being informed of the stand tak- 
en by Samuel Gompers, president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
concerning the proposed Mooney 
protest strike, Thomas J. Croaff, 
president of the Arizona Federation 
of Labor, said: 

“I don’t wish to start any argu- 
ment between Mr. Gompers and my- 
self. I can only say that the Arizona- 
Federation of Labor has acted in the 
matter of the proposed strike on May 
1. We have wired President Wilson 
and Mr. Gompers advising them of 
the action of the Arizona Federation 
of Labor. We have received no an- 
wer.“ 


PENITENTIARY FOR 
OLD OFFENDER. 


MADE BOMB THAT BLEW UP 
THE TIMES BUILDING IS 
DEE BRAG. 


All records for speed were broken 
in United States District Judge Trip- 
pet’s court, yesterday, when Dee 
Spencer, who was indicted on two 
counts of sending an improper let- 
ter through the mails to Edward 
Holt of Calexico, was convicted in 


that department. 


Less than a half-hour was taken 
in securing the jury, the taking of 
the testimony—there was no argu- 
ment—-the return of a verdict, and 
the imposition of a sentence of five 
years, two and half years on each 
of the two counts, in the Federal 
penitentiary at McNeil’s Island. 

Spencer stated that he wanted no 
attorney. There were but two wit- 
nesses for the government, Post- 
office Inspectors Webster and Cook- 
son, and but one for the defense, 
Spencer himeelf. 

Spencer did not deny writing and 
‘sending the letters through the mails, 
but justified his act, according to 
his own right. He claimed to have 
been the Inventor of the bomb that 
caused the destruction of the Times 
Building on the night of October 1, 
1910. He said he had made the in- 
fernal machine to be used in blow- 
ing up ‘vessels at sea, but that the 
secret of the contrivance had been 
stolen from him by local laborites. 

The record shows that Spencer 
was convicted in Texas for at- 
tempted murder, and served seven 
years in the penitentiary of that 
State. In his possession were found 
letters that he had written to Judge 
R. B. Seay and George W. Baker of 
Waco, Tex. Judge Baker was the 
official who sent him to the pen!- 
tentiary for the Texas felony.

“The Vindictive, working with two 
ferryboats, carried storming and de- 
molition parties to storm the head 
of the mole which runs out from 
Zeebruge. The Vindictive was es- 
pecially fitted for landing storming 
parties and was armed especially for 
the purpose with flame throwers, 
Stokes mortars and that sort of 
thing. 

“The men employed on the block 


Ships and in the storming and dem- 


olition parties on the Vindfctive 
were bluejackets and marines picked 
from a large number of volunteers 
from the Grand Fleet and navy and 
marine depots. There was great 
competition for the undertaking and 
we could only use a very small pro- 
portion of those ho volunteered. 

“There were light covering forces 
belonging to the Dover command 
and Harwich forces under Admiral 
Tyrwhitt, covering the operation in 
the north. 

“A force of monitors, together 
with a large number of very smal! 
motor boats, tank part in the opera- 
tion, which was particularly intri- 
cate, and had to be worked to a 
timetable and involved delicate nav- 
igation on a hostile coast without 
lights and targets under unknown 
navigational conditions developed 
since the war, with the added dan- 
ger of mine fields. 

ASSISTANCE OF FOG. 

“I should like to mention that the 
officer who developed the operation 
was killed. 

“The high development of sclen- 
tific use of fog or smoke was one of 
the essentials to the success. It 
was more fog than smoke, which, 
combined with certain wind condi- 
tions, was essential to the success of 
the operation, so as to protect the 
the operation from batteries which 
might have flanked it 

“The plan was, after an intense 
bombardment of Zeebrugge by the 
monitors, the Vindictive, with aux- 
iliarles, was to run alongside the 
mole and attack it with gunfire as 
they approached. Storming and 
demolition parties were to be landed. 
Meantime three block ships, as- 
sisted by motor boats, were to make 
for the entrance to the canal, run 
aground and be blown up. Two old

“At Ostend the operation was 
more simple, but the ifficulties 
were considerably increased by mist, 
rain and low visibility, and the ab- 
sence of aerial co-operation. 

THE KNOWN RESULTS. 


“The results thus far are known 
to be that two block Ships were run 
ashore and blown up at Ostend. It 
is too early to say definitely whether 
they accomplished their object, but 
so far as the office could see in 
the darkness, they were slightly off 
the course. At Zeebrugge two of 
three block ships attained their ob- 
jective, being sunk or blown up at 
the entrance of the canal. The 
third grounded while passing in. 

“A certain amount of damage, the 
extent at present unknown, was done 
by gunfire and torpedo attack on an 
enemy destroyer and other craft ly- 
ing at the mole. Coastal motor 
boats report having torpedoed an en- 
emy destroyer which was trying to 
escape seaward. One of the two old 
submarines gained its objective and 


mole. 

“Storming parties from the Vin- 
dictive and the ferry boats attacked 
under an extremely he@vy fire and 
fought with the greatest gallantry, 
maintaining their position alongside 
the mole for an hour_and causing, it 
is believed, much damage to the en- 
emy and inflicting considerable 
losses. 

“The objects for the storming and 
demolishing parties on the mole 
were the enemy forces holding it and 
the battery upon it, as well as the 
destroyer and submarine depots and 
the large seaplane base upon it. 

“After re-embarking their landing 
parties, the aforesaid three vessels 
withdrew. This attack primarily 
was intended to engage the attention 
of the garrison on the mole, thereby 
allowing the block ships to enter 
the harbor. 

„The casualties to the personnel, 
as we had expected in a. hazardous 
adventure of the kind, were heavy 
in proportion to the number of men 
engaged. Up to today the British 
losses reported are one destroyer 
sunk by gunfire and two coastal mo-

Head of Associated Press 
| Makes Warm Appeal. 


No Partisan Recriminations 


Justified, He Says. 


Melville E. Stone Honored by 
His Associates. 


{BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, April 23.—In hon- 
or of Melville E. Stone, for twen- 
ty-five vears general manager of the 
Associated Press, the members of 
that association made their annual 
meeting here today an occasion for 
paying tribute to his services. The 
meeting also was marked by an ap- 
peal by Frank B. Noyes, president 
of the Associated Press, urging the 
editors to support President Wilson 
in the prosecution of the war. 

Mr. Stone was presented, in be- 
half of the board of directors, with 
an illuminated volume entitled N. 
E. S., His Book, a work intended 
to set forth in permanent form the 
recori of Mr. Stone’s services, life 
and activities. Members of the As- 
sociated Press had also caused to 
be iuserted in the book, in loose 
form, what were described by Mr. 
Noyes as very beautiful impres- 
sions of steel engravings,” being 
twenty-five $1000 Liberty Bonds, 
“millenium milestones, as it were, 
of each of twenty-five golden years.” 

Mr. Noyes’ appeal for support of 
the President was received with 
hearty applause. “If honest, con- 
structive criticism would help the 
President,” he said, “utter it, but 
let us indulge in no recriminations 
that have a partisan birth. 

“In this struggle we are under 
the leadership of a really great man 
and greatly will we support him. 
I give you the health of the Presi- 
dent of the United States—Woodrow 
Wilson.” 


REFUSED MANY OFFERS. 

Adolph Ochs of the New York 
Times dwelt in part upon M 
Stone’s devotion to The Associate 
Press and his self-sacrifice in re- 
fusing tempting offers to take other 
positions. 

“T emphasize the much abused 
word ‘self-sacrifice’ for in the case 
of Melville E. Stone and his rela- 
tion to The Associate! Press, it is 
applicable in its true significance,”’ 
he said. “He might have been a 
captain of industry, a banker of 
great repute, an important member 
of a President's Cabinet, or an Am- 
bassador extraordinary and Minis- 
ter plentipotentiary at one of the 
chief courts in Europe. I also know 
that a great publisher offered him 
a substantial fortune to undertake 
the management of his affairs and 
this Was one of many similar se- 
ductive offers.” 

A GREAT ORGANIZATION. 

Mr. Stone, acknowledging the 
presentation of the gifts, said, in 


part: 

“It was something like twen- 
ty-five years ago when we were 
engaged in a contest to estab- 
lish a free self-governing news 
gathering organization, that my 
friend, Whitelaw Reid, who was then 
| contesting the ground with our or- 
ganization, advised me that jt would 
| be utterly impossible ever to estab- 
lish a news gathering organization 
that would survive one generation, 
and 1 took the liberty of saying to 
him that I believed that was true 
if the forms of organization then 
existent and that had been existent 
theretofore were to be continued.

TWO KILLED IN 
HINDUS’ FEUD. 


Tragedy Comes in Trial of 
Alleged Plotter. 


Alien Shoots Countryman; is 
Slain by Marshal. 


Packed San Francisco Court 
Thrown in Panic. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE} 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 23.— 
Hatred, smoldering for months 
among two factions of Hindus on 
trial here charged with violating the 
neutrality of the United States, burst 
forth into flame in the crowded 
United States district courtroom 
here today, according to the Federal 
authorities, when a Hindu defend- 
ant shot and killed a fellow-country- 
man and co-defendant, and was him- 
self killed by a bullet from the re- 
volver of United States Marshal 
James B. Holohan. 

The lives of many of more than 
100 persons in the courtroom were 
endangered by the flying bullets in 
the turmoil accompanying the shoot- 
ing immediately after United States 
District Attorney John W. Preston 
concluded the prosecutlon's argu- 
ment to the jury and the noon recess 
had been declared. The shooting 
camo as a tragic dramatic climax to 
the trial which started on November 


20, last, and had engaged world- 
w ide attention because of its broad 


scope. 


Tae dead men are Ram Singh, 
who was shot by Marsha] Holohan, 
and Ram Chandra, editor of the 
Hindustan Ghadr (Revolution,) the 
most prominent of the many Hindu 
defendants, who was shot by Singh 
as the result of a feud between two 
factions of the Hindu defendants, 
and also as the outgrowth of 1 con- 
troversy over a parcel of land owned 
in. Canada by Singh. 

PISTOL IS MYSTERY. 


The Federal authorities tonight 
were concentrating their efforts 
upon. discovering how the automatic 
piste] which Ram Singh used hed 
come into his possession. All Hindu 
defendants are searched dafly as 
they enter the courtroom. Santokh 
Singh, a third Hindu defendant, was 
segregated from his countrymer on 
suspicion, the Federal authorities 
said, that he had obtained the pistol 
and had given it to Ram Singh at the 
11 o’clock recess. 

At the opening of the afternoon 
session, Judge William C. Van Fleet, 
presiding, exonerated Marshal Holo- 
han from all blame, either for the 
shooting or for the possession of 
the pistol by Ram Singh. He an- 
nounced that Singh had been given 
the pistol at the morning recess 
Singh had been seen at the morning 
receshb in company with an uniden- 
tied, well-dressed Hindu, who had 
not attended. any of the trial ses- 
sions previously. 

Search was being made tonight 
for this man in the hope that he 


| 


might be able to clarify the mystery 


that still surrounds the shooting.» 
Federal authorities were piecing to- 


| gether fragments of notes and other 


messages that had been passed be- 


[tween the defendants prior to the 


shooting. These were taken from 
waste baskets and cuspidors in the 
courtroom immediately after the 
tragedy. 

SPECTATORS IN PANIC. 

As Dist.-Atty. Preston concluded 
his argument, which closed the case, 
and Judge Van Fleet ordered the 
noon adjournment, Chandra rose 
from his seat among the defend- 
ants and walked taward the witness 
chair, directly in front of the pros- 
ecution table. He had scarcely gone 
six paces when Singh, rising and 
presenting a picturesque appearance 
with his turban and full, gray beard, 
pulled the revolver from beneath his 
clothes and opened fire. 

The first shot struck Chandra in 
the back, near the heart, and he 
plunged forward. Two more shots 
entered his body before he fell to the 
floor, at the feet of Dist.-Atty. Pres- 
ton at the prosecution table. 

Singh's finger was still on the trig- 
ger when Marshal Holohan, rising 
from his seat by the jury box, drew 
his revolver, and, raising his arm 
to its fullest length above his head, 
across the room over the heads of 
persons between him and Singh, 
fired one shot, which entered Singh's 
throat, broke his spinal column and 
killed him almost instantly. 

As the first shot sounded in the 
room the 200 spectators were thrown 
into panic and sought cover. Spec- 
tators, defendants, counsel and oth- 
ers overturned chairs and tables in 
their flight toward the exits, which 
were barred by United States sol- 
diers and deputy marshals with 
drawn revolvers. 

ROOM IS CLEARED. 

Judge Van Fleet, who had left the 
room just before the first shot and 
was at the door of his chambers ad- 
joining the court, returned and re- 
stored a semblance of order. The 
bodies of the dead were covered as 
the room was cleared of all but de- 
fendants and counsel. Judge Van 
Fleet ordered all defendants on ball 
remanded into custody for their own 
protection and ordered that all per- 
sons entering the room at the after- 
noon session be searched thoroughly. 

Mrs. Preston and Mrs. Van Fleet 
were in court at the time of the 
shooting and expressed apprehen- 
sion as to possible attempts on the 
lives of their husbands, but they 
—— reassured by Federal author- 

tles 

Mrs. Ram Chandra was sum- 
moned to the courtroom and broke 
down at the sight of her husband, 


lying in an ever-widening pool of 


blood. She wag led from the court- 
room to a n -by office, screaming 
and shrieking broken English inter- 
mingled with Hindustanl. Two small 
children survive Chandra. 

SLIPPER UNDER BODY. 

Mrs. Annette A. Adams, Assistant 
United States District Attorney, who 
alded in the prosecution, was di- 
rectly behind Chandra when he was 
shot. She attempted to flee behind 
the judge’s desk, but her foot was 
caught and held under Chandra's 
body as he fell to the floor. She 
extritated herself by leaving her 
slipper under the body. 

The bodies of Chandra and Singh 
lay in the courtroom until suet be- 
fore the resumption of court this 
afternoon, when they were taken to 
the morgue. Traces of the, blood 
remained on the carpet at the later 
session while Judge Van Fleet was 
instructing the jury.

CASE OF GERMANS AND 


HINDUS GOES TO JURY. 


(BY A P. NICHT WIRE.) 


AN FRANCISCO, April 23.—The 
case of a group of German con- 
sular officials, millionaire Amer- 

ican shipping men and Hindus, 
charged with conspiring in this 
country to overthrow British rule in 
India, went to the jury at 6:30 
o'clock today. 

The jury received the case after 
five months of testimony. The trial 
began before the United States Dis- 
trict Court on November 20, last. In 
scope the conspiracy was world-wide, 
and the resultant drama had the far 
places and out-of-the-way corners of 
the earth for its scenes. 

Because of the fact that the jurors 
must vote upon the cases of thirty 
defendants, it is thought that a ver- 
dict would not be reached tonight. 

“DIRTY GERMAN” PLOT. 

Dist.-Atty. Jaden W. Preston fin- 
ished the prosecution's closing argu- 
ment today. He attacked the de- 
tense of J. Clyde Hizar, Bernard 
Manning and Walter Sauerbeck, de- 
fendants, and requested a verdict of 
guilty against all the defendants. 

“I might have believed the stories 
of the innocence of J. Clyde Hizar 
and Bernard Manning if they had 
not been involved in a dirty Ger- 
man scheme,” he said. Hizar, a San 
Diego attorney and former City At- 
torney of Coronado, held a commis- 
sion of paymaster in the United 
States Naval Militia, which he was 
forced to resign because of his in- 
dictment on the conspiracy charge. 
Manning is a San Diego realty and 
political leader. 

“CUTE OLD GUT.“ 

“Manning is one of the cutest old 
guys in all the southern part of Cal- 
ifornia,” Preston said. “Perjury 
was clearly demonstrated by Hizar, 
who prostituted the law when he 
sought to conceal the true facts in 
this case from the government.” 

Judge Van Fleet consumed all the 
afternoon with his instructions to 
the jury. He counselled them that 
in their deliberations they should 
take no cognizance of the double 
homicide today. 

The jury went to dinner at 6:30 
p.m. Deliberation was resumed 
when they returned at 7:30 p.m. 

In his instructions to the jury, 
Judge Van Fleet, reviewing the evi- 
dence for and against each of the 
thirty-two defendants, said: 

“A military enterprise in a gen- 
eral sense would embrace almost 
any character, or act, or movement 
having for its object the beginning, 
instigation, aiding or bringing about 
in this country of hostile action by 
the use of arms projected against 
another government with which we 
were at peace. But it is sufficient 
for present purposes to say that very 
clearly it would. include acts such as 
those charged in the indictment, as 
having been contemplated by the de- 
fendants and those associated with 


them.

opinions and conclusions, however 
strong, either as to the questions di- 
viding the contending .nations or the 
rights or wrongs affecting the peo- 
ples of their native countries so long 
as these opinions do not .

“The Hindus are not on trial tor 


any lawful effort to right their coun- 
try’s wrongs. Nor does it matter 
how earnestly the Germans sought 
to lend aid to their government in 
this war. What the the defendants 
are here to answer for is acts alleged 
to have 
which contravene the statutes of this 
country. 

The act of one conspirator is the 
act of all the conspirators, but you 
must be convinced that a conspiracy 
has been formed. 

‘The Germans had a perfect right 
to purchase arms and ammunition 
in this country and ship these arms 
and ammunition anywhere they saw 
fit, as long as the neutrality laws of 
this country were not violated. 


AS TO GOOD CHARACTER. 
“Many of the defendants here have 


given evidence of good character, 
and that is a circumstance tending 
toward a man’s innocence. 

“Tt has been suggested that this 
prosecution was inspired by the Brit- 
ish government rather than on the 
initiative of our own government. 
There is no such evidence here that 
such is the case. At any rate there 
is nothing reprehensible in the Brit- 
ish government furnishing this evi- 


dence and in this government ac- 


cepting it. 
“You may acquit or convict any 
one or all of the defendants, as the 


facts may warrant.” 


When he came to the passages 
that treated of the evidence against 
Ram Chandra and Ram _ Singh, 
Judge Van Fleet said: 

“In the light of the unfortunate 
occurrence here today, we will elim- 
inate these portions.”

Men in private life, and 
men in the army and navy, and men 
in the Deprtment of Justice itself, 
all agree that either because it has 
no power or is unsympathetic, the 
powers of the civil and criminal 
courts are not a deterrent to the 


crimes of disloyalty, sedition and 
treason. 
HEAD IN THE BASKET. 

Already one head has fallen in the 
Department of Justice because its 
owner was confident that the mill- 
tary courts were the only success- 
ful means of crushing pro-German- 
ism in this country. Charles War- 
ren, assistant to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, who was in charge of the bulk 
of the work under the espionage 
law, wrote to Senator Chamberlain 
that one conviction by a court-mar- 
tial would be equal to 100 by the 
courts. As he wrote that letter he 
must have heard the rumble of the 
approaching guillotine of the admin- 
istration. The next day his resigna 
tion was announced. 

Some of the most representative 
men of Minnesota have testified to 
the disloyal and traitorous acts of 
the Nonpartisan League. The two 
men who, by superhuman effort on 
the part of the Department of Jus- 
tice, have been convicted and sen- 
tenced are on bail on appeal.

Claire thereupon brought suit in the 


Ij Superior Court, charging Ellis with 


grand larceny, defamation of char- 
acter and fraudulent conversion. The 
first two charges were dismissed, 
while the third is still pending. 
Justice Hanby continued the ac- 
tion for claim and delivery until 
Tuesday, following the raising of 
the question of whether or not this 
particular action can be tried while 
another suit covering the same mat- 
ter is pending in the Superior Court.

What do you think of a man who 
would tear down a poster of the gov- 
ernment?” 

Mr. Hicks dented that he used the 
expressions quoted, or that he tore 
down the poster.

‘The Play. 
'MANTELL, IN “OTHELLO.” 


ONE OF THE ACTOR’S STRONG- 
EST AND FINEST ROLES, 


By Antony Anderson, 

A young English guardsman was 
once inveigled into a theater to see 
a play by Shakespeare. He looked 
and listened in puzzled bewilder- 


ment, and at last turned to his 
friend, another guardsman. “I say, 
George, this is a dooced odd play; 
nothing bu quotations, don't you 
know.” Mahy of the lines were fa- 
miliar to him, but not the name of 
Shakespeare. 

Perhaps that particular play was 
“Othello.” Certainly, “Othello” 
seems “nothing but quotations.” It is 
one of the best-known of all Shake- 
speare’s tragedies, and deservedly 
so, kor it is the most admirable of 
any of the great playwright’s plots, 
the whole structure of the tragedy 
being without a flaw. We cannot say 
the same of “Hamlet,” for in this 
Play the poet was uppermost, not 
the writer of plays for the Globe 
Theater. Shakespeare's latest plays 
are not his best structurally, as Ib- 
sen's are not. But in each case they 
contain “more matter with less 


“Othello” appeared in 1604. The 
| story was borrowed from a bloody 
tale in the “Hecatommithi”’ of Gi- 
raldo Cinthio, published in Italian 
in 1565, and translated into French 
by Gabriel Chappuys, nineteen years 
later. Shakespeare's borrowings 
were perfectly frank and aboveboard, 
and as his genius minted base copper 
coin into pure gold, nobody has any 
just caues for complaint—least of all, 
those of us who went to see Man- 
tell’s “Othello” at the Mason last 
night, when we had the opportunity 
to realize anew how rich that coin- 
age is. 

“The noblest man of man’s mak- 
ing.“ is Swinburne’s description of 
Othello. “Perhaps the greatest work 
in the world,” says Macaulay of the 
play—-a story 80 tragically painful 
that it is almost unendurable. Here 
the extremes of human rapture and 
human endurance are touched, and 
we are almost constrained to avert 
our strained and quivering eyes 
from “the solemn agony of the 
noble Moor.“ 

It seems to be that Othello is one 
of the strongest. “straight parts” in 
Mantell’s repertory, though per- 
haps following those of Lear and 
Macbeth. Richelieu and Louis XI 
are character parts, and are among 
the most wonderful things this ac- 
tor does. His depiction of the gradual 
disintegration of the fine and noble 
nature of Othello through the sl 
poison of jealousy is great dra- 
matic art. Othello’s terrible cry, “It 
is the cause, it is the cause, my soul!” 
sounds like the despairing wail of 
some lost soul. 

Genevieve Hamper has never been 
more lovely and appealing than in 
the role of Desdemona. Her charm 
and grace were those of youth and 
innocence, of a trustfulness so per- 
fect that she had no word of re- 
proach for her husband even when 
she knew that he had accom- 
plished the death that wasabout to 
overtake her. 

Max Leiber’s Iago, “honest Iago,’ 
also ranks among the best perform- 
ances of this virile and intelligent 
actor. Leiber reads his lines exceed- 
ingly well, though occasionally 
with an inclination toward rant.

Refreshing. 
FARQUHAR RECITAL. 


AN ARTISTIC AND CAPTIVATING 
WORK BY YOUNG GIRL. 


By Jeanne Redman. 

A concert unusual in freshness 
and charm. was given last evening 
at the Little Theater, when Abby 
de Avirett presented Miss Pauline 
Farquhar, pianist, in recital, assisted 
by Bertha Winslow-Vaughn, well- 
knowr. coloratura soprano of this 
city. Miss Farquhar is still a stu- 
dent, but there are no apologies to 
be made for her. Her perforn:ance 
was artistic and obrilliant, and 
lacked only that satiety which comes 
to all artists after many years be- 
fere the public. Her freshness is 
captivating, and she plays with evi- 
dent conviction and a rare sincerity. 
It has seldom been my pleasure to 
hear and see so delightful a com- 
bination of youth with the artistic 
impulse. Miss Farquahar is poetic 
in che extreme, both in temperament 
and in appearance, and she has the 
genuine musical atmosphere and in- 
telligence. 

Tne Bach-Buson! Chaconne opened 
the programme and gave the pianist 
an opportunity to convince her audi- 
ence that she can play the classics 
well and wunderstandingly. Some 
Mendelssohn and Chopin numbers 
followed, and the Chopin was trulv 
Chopinesque. The C Minor Nocturne 
in particular was well sui-ed. to the 
tenderness and poety which per- 
meates the young girl, leaving her. 
most unusually and happily, devoid 
of the so common tendency to senti- 
mentalize. There is no gush About 
her Chopin. It is romantic and full 
of the conviction of loveliness and 
beauty. but it lacks sentimentality, 
which is the ruination of most of the 
Chopin players. 

It was, however, in the modern 
French work that Miss Farquhar 
excelled last evening. She chose 
three representative works from 
Debussy, Ravel, and Rhene-Baton. 
It is usual for planists to play some 
trifling thing of the modern French, 
more in a spirit of experiment than

And in this connection it is a little pa- 
thetic that even in this year of disgrace, 
1918 A.D., when an august mother-in-law es- 
Says to set a new standard for her breed 
and uses her royal influence towards the 
halcyon of peace, it only stirs up more trou- 
ble for her royal son-in-law so that, like 
Adam of old, he cries out, Lord, the woman 
done it.” 

“The Kaiser he was angeree, 

And called out ‘Charlie, where is he? 

But Charlie, he clumb up a tree, 

Saying, ‘Sire, the woman done it.“ 

But maybe it js natural that the Emperor 
of a dual monarchy should be two-faced. 
And even a good mother-in-law that gets 
one in bad is a consummation devoutly to 
be repudiated. 


There is irony in that thought for the Al- 
lies. 


What influence can one mother-in-law 
have with a Cabinet or a Reichsrath made 
up of husbands? The mere fact that Her 
Grace, the Emperor's mother-in-law, is en- 
deavoring to influence him for peace, makes 
peace for them an undesirable thing, a sin- 
ister intrigue, a dark and dubious panacea. 
The outlook for a separate peace with Aus- 
tria must be fraught with vaip longing for 


‘the Allies so long as the militarists have a 


perfectly good ‘mother-in-law joke with 
which to stem the tide of harmony. 

What of the guile of a harassed Emperor 
that could snatch upon this world-oppressed 
tradition for an alibi? Think you that the 
Allies would ever accept even the most mod- 


ified German peace if President Wilson, 


Lioyd George, Premier Clemenceau and 
King Albert of Belgium blamed any peace- 
ful leanings they might evince upon their 
mothers-in-law? We should all suspect the 
worst at once. When M. Caillaux comes 


up for trial for his Boloistic proclivitics he 


will doubtless secure reprieve on just some 
such plea as this. One pictures him break- 
ing down in court, shaken with those heart- 
rending sobs of a great man, as his voice 
falters forth the piteous alibi, “My—my 
mother-in-law—she so longed for peace.” 
Yes, the Allies are unfortunate in their 
royal Austrian mamma-in-law friend. Had 
she but been a brilliant courtesan the Em- 
peror would never dared acknowledge her 
influence, and for the sake of her continued 
affection would willingly have shouldered 
the peace note himself. And with the Em- 
peror himself apparently strong for peace 
based upon justice, fearlessly proclaiming 
his honest convictions, he would have had 
the whole of Austria-Hungary behind him. 
But where is the nation whose sufferings 
are so intense that it could heartily indorse, 
or even surreptitiously believe, in the peace- 
ful and righteous doctrines of a mother-in- 
law? Oh, Charles, Charles, why have you 
forsaken her? Think what a splendid his- 
toric precedent you could have established; 
think what her properly-supported influence 
for peace and righteousness would have 
meant to mothers-inlaw the world over! 
At one stroke you would have restored the 
world to peace and mothers-in-law to grace. 
But traditions die hard; and the horrible, 
stale mother-in-law joke grins immortal. 


ODIFY CHINESE EXCLUSION LAW. 
The proposition now before Congress— 
and which it.is to be hoped will receive fa- 
vorable consideration—to modify the Chi 


nese exclusion law so as to permit for a 


time the incoming of a stipulsted number 
of Chinese manual laborers does rot include 
or contemplate any change in the present 
exclusion law that would give to Chinese 
immigrants the right to become Amorican 
citizens or to become owners of land. 

Our exclusion law recognizes that the 
Chinese are industrious, apt, dexterous and 
accustomed to frugal Hfe. But it also rec- 
ognizes that they do not possess elements 
of character out of which republican citl- 
zenship could be manufactured. The Chi- 
nese are a people who in thousands of 


years of national life have had wars of dy- 


nasties and wars of tribes, but who have 


never had a single insurrection in behalf of 


liberty of the people and the recent flasco 
in behalf of a “Chinese republic” forms no 
exception to the rule. The fall of the Man- 
chu dynasty and the establishment of 
rebel government at Peking, whether tem- 
porary or permanent, means no more to 
the people of China than a change of na- 
tional administration means in the United 
States and means no change whatever in 
our commercial relations with China. 

The settled policy of our nation when 
that friend of human liberty, Charles Sum- 
ner, was chairman of the Senate Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, was Chinese exclusion. 
He held that slave labor is a curse to any 
free country, whether it be the enforced 
slavery of the black man or the willing slav- 
ery of the yellow man. He held that the 
measure of our country’s greatness is the 
intelligence and prosperity of her citizen 
laborers, and that their welfare would be 
disastrously affected by the introduction 


into this republic in any great numbers of 


people who have no family life to main- 
tain, with whom both polygamy and poly- 
andry are practices, 
chastity is not a virtue, who own the name- 
less vices and are infected with the name- 
less diseases of Asia without \concealment 
and without shame, and who have tribunals 
and plans and destinies of their own. 

Other races than the Asiatio- hold possi- 


with whom female 


bilities of a desire for “government of the 


people, by the people, for the people.” 
Westerm Europe is populated by races who 
bave gone singing to death for freedom. 
Under the cooled crust of their kingdoms 
and empires and absolutisms there has 
surged the lurid lava of aspirations for free- 
dom. Ever and again its volcanic fires have 
lit the surrounding gloom. Ever and again 
the fierce music of liberty has sounded in 
the chords of battle. Ever and again her 
spirit has burst its bonds and soared in 
grand even though futile aspirations. But 
beyond the eastern shores of the Caspian 
Sea there dwell races of people who are 
destitute of the thoughts out of which re- 
publics are made. 

The opposition of Americans to unre- 
stricted Asiatic immigration is not because 
the Chinaman worships alien gods nor be- 
cause his cuticle is of a different hue nor 
because his garments are of a strange fash- 
ion. It is because he is and forever will be 
alien to our land. It is not because of any 
fear that he may seek the form of Amer- 
ican citizenship, but because he can never 
possess the spirit of American citizenship 
that the policy of exclusion was adopted. 

But it would not be a recession of this 
policy to admit, for a limited period of a 
year or two years, one hundred thousand 
or two hundred thousand agricultural labor- 
ers under bonds to return at the end of such 
term. Our farmers’ fields need them and 
our American workers are going to need, 
and need badly while the present war lasts 
and.for some time afterwards, the cheaper 
food which can be produced in sufficient 


quantities only by an additional labor force : 


be procured by a temporary modificatio 
of the Chinese exclusion law. : 


ET US RETRACE. 

The difference between the Constitu- 
tion—so-called—-of Great Britain and that 
of the United States and of every State is 
elementary. England has no written con- 
stitution. Her “constitution” consists of 
maxims and customs which have existed 
from a period “whereof the memory of man 
runneth not to the contrary,” and of written 
laws in the making and interpretation of 
which the Parliament is supreme. An act 
of Parliament is, until it is repealed or 
changed by a subsequent Parliament, the 
supreme law of the land. No court can in- 
terpret it out of its plain fetter or impart 
to it any force or intendments other than 
its phrase. However inconvenient, however 
unjust, however drastic it may be, it must 
stand as the law until it is repealed. It is 
something more than a constitutional law. 
It is, for the time being, the constitution 
of England itself and expresses, so far as 
the British Islands are concerned, the spir- 
it and needs of the times.” 

This system worked fairly well for a peo- 
ple of one origin, one teaching, one history 
and one environment, living on one group 
of islands containing only 121,483 square 
miles. It was felt by the fathers of our 
republic and their successors to be utterly 
unsuited to a people of diverse origin in- 
habiting a continent within whose bounda- 
ries stretches our republic containing 3.622, 
933 square miles, besides islands in Carib- 
bean and Orient waters. 


The English system of government could 


be applied to a race of Englishmen, but not 
to a race compounded of English, Irish, 
Scotch, French, German, Scandinavian, Bel- 
ian. Spanish and Portuguese. The diverse 
social, economic and political views and ten- 
dencies of immigrants who, five years after 
their arrival in this country, are made equal 
voters with native-born citizens might have 
wrecked our ship of state had it not been 
for the chart of the Constitution and the 
power placed in the courts as helmsmen to 
steer by the chart. ' 

Each State of our Union has a written 
Constitution. It has laws made by a Leg- 
islature elected annually or biennially by 
the people. It has courts empowered to 
construe the laws and to find them invalid 
if they conflict with the Constitution. The 
power of amending the Constitution is re- 
served to the people, and the method of its 


exercise is provided for in the Constitution. 


We have, in a word, perfect representative 
government in which the rights of the peo- 
ple are guarded against invasion, not only 
by public officers and by Legislatures, but 
even by the people themselves. f 
The great publicists of Europe and Amer- 
ica have repeatedly declared that the Amer- 
ican system of government in nation and 
State is the fairest, wisest and best system 
of representative government ever devised 
by man. 
The uneasy devil of meddlesomeness, the 
restless spirit of change, the insatiable 
yearning for something different from what 
is, the crazy ambition of cranks and graft- 


ers whom one of the accidents of politics 


placed in temporary power in California 
were, some years ago, invoked to overturn 
the system of representative government 
that our wise and patriotic fathers framed 
and substitute for it a political monstros- 
ity, compounded of grand jury inquisition, a 
town meeting hubble bubble, and an irre- 
sponsible enactment of any foolish or tricky 
laws that a percentage ot the voters might 
ask for. 

The constitutional amendments providing 
for the initiative, the referendum and the 
recall in this State have not only proven 
barren of any benefit whatever; they have 
been productive of industrial disaster, of 
commercial depression and of individual in- 
convenience. They have enabled thriving 
politicians to fasten their tentacles upon 
the taxpayers and with needless commis- 
sions and superfluous officials suck sub- 
stance from State and municipal treasuries, 
The folly has involved a loss of many mil- 


lions to the taxpayers and discouraged the 


incoming of capital and driven thousands of 
citizens away. 


What is to be done about it? What would 
you do if an ignorant or Vicious guide had 
misdirected you and induced you to take 
a road that led into a morass? You would 
right about face and return to the paved 
highway and take a fresh start in the right 
direction. That is what tle voters of Call- 
fornia should do in November. Vote the 
initiative, the referendum and the recall out 
of the Constitution and vote the commission 
thieves out of their jobs.

gun was elevated to 40 deg. and fired 
a shell weighing 380 pounds, with a 
muzzle velocity of about 2400 feet 
per second, and the range measure 
was over 22,000 yards, or twelve 
miles. On Galileo’s theory and in 
the absence of air resistance this 
velocity would send the shot to near- 
ly threefold this range, so that the 
great influence is revealed of the re- 
sistance of the air, although the shot 
must have been sailing along for the 
most part at a height of two or three 
miles in air of nearly half the den- 
sity here on the ground. In calcu- 
lations of long-range fire this correc- 
tion for tenuity of the air is impor- 
tant, and the labor is thereby much 
increased. 
Calculations beforehand were in- 
vited, in 1887, to predict the range 
to be expected, with the conditions 
of being deposited before the gun 


| was fired. The result obtained by 


Lieut. Wolley Dod, R.A., was in sat- 
isfactory accordance with the actual 
practice, as he had made a careful 
allowance for tenuity. A description 
of his calculation will be found in 
the official “Text Book of Gunnery,” 
1902. This was for the muzzle ve- 
locity 2400 feet per second, consid- 
ered very high thirty years ago. But 
today we have a gun of the same 
caliber to throw its shot to sixfold 
range; and if we assume with Galt 
leo that double velocity will throw to 
fourfold range, the German gun must 
give a velocity of something ap- 
proaching 6000 feet per second. This 
may be reduced to 5000 or less, if the 
projectile is almost solid, like a shot, 
with more weight to overcome air re- 
sistance. The gun, too, may be ele- 
vated to 45 deg. and over, so as to 
clear more quickly the dense ground 
air and reach the attenuated strata 
for its horizontal flight, sailing along 
at a height of nearly twenty miles. 
These are problems which must 
have fascinated the young German 
“Wolley Dods,” students of the Ber- 
lin Militar-Technische Akademie, not 
only for the exterior ballistic science 
of the flight of the shot in the air, 
but more so for the difficulties of in- 
ternal ballistics, in the design of a 
gun and its charge, to impart the 
incredible velocity of 5000 feet per 
second. 
And it he does not stop there, but 
is prepared to promise a doubled ve- 
locity again, and a fourfold range of 
300 miles, what is to prevent London 
from being bombarded from Ostend 
or Cologne from Dover? The artil- 
lery enthusiast may then indulge in 
some mathematical amusement by 
treating the shot as if it were an 
independent satellite moving in a ra- 
diating field of gravity in an elliptic 
path, appreciably different from the 
parabola of Galileo. 


SHELL WITHIN A SHELL. 


A theory has been advanced that 
the shell carries another shell in its 


inside, which it ejects at mid-range. 


This appears a useless and danger- 
ous complication and does not fit in 
with the description of the French 
expert of the grooves of rifling to be 
seen on fragments of the shell. 

Our Jubilee experiments came to a 
sudden, mysterious end, just as the 
scientific interest was beginning. 
The official reason assigned was that 
the results would never be of any 
military value. | 

But the German kept a careful 
watch and carried on further with 
the research, culminating at last in 
this recent development of artillery 
science. The military value of this 
fire, or of aerial attack, does not con- 
sist in knocking down a few walls 
and houses, but is the psychological 
effect on the capital city of the ene- 
my. So the explosive destructive ef- 
fect of the shell is not so important 
as the extra long range attainable 
by making the shell practically a sol- 
id shot.

wich Common, the war would be de- 


cided by little tin guns on wheels, to 
go at a gallop behind horses, and no 
science required or sights even, with 
the Fuzzy-Wuzzy artillery tactics of

elsewhere, especially as the effect in 
peace of a corps d’elite is to take 
the heart out of the hard-work- 
ing, necessary but unornamental 
branches, with not enough limelight 
to go round, for any to be spared on 
them. 7

We 
glance over the salvage sheet of the 
Red Cross and agree to save our 
castor beans, corks, cold<ream jars, 
eracker boxes and collapsible tubes, 
but we do hate to part with our den- 
tal fillings, not so much for their 
intrinsic value as for their long as- 
sociation. Anything else we proffer 
with great good will. . 


Search for Substitutes.

In those times the sub- 
stitute was often better than the 
original, but it is dificult in these 
days to convince a man with an 
eighteen<arat thirst that Maltskee, 
Hopo and other moist alternates are 
as refreshing as the good old suds 
with which he had been accustomed 
to flushing his neck. ; 

Whenever a community goes dry 
there is a flood of beverages that are 
claimed to be “just as good” and 
possibly are better than the stuff 
that has been banned. But the man 
who has spent a large share of his 
lifetime in gargling with the hops is 
not appeased. He tries them all, 
but still goes away unsatisfed. 
There are near-beers, close-beers, al- 
most-beers and hope - to- goodness 
beers, but the honest-to-gosh beer is 
lacking, and that is what ke wants. 
These imitations are amiable to the 
palate, but what he wants is some- 
thing that bites back. The ghost of 
the malt and the hops has stalked 
through the brew, but left no kick 
behind. If a man laps up nine or 
ten flagons of these approximate 
beers he may get water- logged. but 
not much else happens. Possibly he 
may even get a headache, but there 
is no compensating recollection of a 
hot time. 

But the number of imitation brews 
that are offered for the entertain- 
ment of the palate are striking. 
There must be something alarming- 
ly-attractive about the real thing, 
else sO many substitutes would not 
be provided. Many of the old sosh 
stations are still running, but using 
the imitation. They have opened up 
seventeen or nineteen brands of 
near-beers and are trying to smile 
at the old trade over the mahogany. 
Rut it is much like trying to run a 
Ford on distillate. It may wigegle- 
waggle, but there is no spunk in it. 

Nor are the woes of the brewers 
atan end. Even the makers of near- 
beers are warned that they may not 
use more than 70 per cent. of last 
year’s materials in their brewing. 
Here cities and States are going dry 
every day and yet they may not be 
able to put out enough of the “next 
thing to it” to cozen their trade. 

With a score or more of non-alco- 
holic beers submitted for our refresh- 


ment we may still suffer from thirst. 


It must be pretty tough to be dry 
in a dry town.

Collusion to Raise 
Egg Costs Investigated. 


Produce Exchange Officials 
Promise Action. 
Deputy Food Administrator 
Appointed ~ City. 


A rigid investigation of the charges 
made against several members of 
the Los Angeles Produce Exchange 
that collusion between members for 
the purpose of boosting the price of 
eggs has apparently been made, is 
promised by the directors of that 
body following the receipt of a letter 
from Louis M. Cole, City Food Ad- 
ministrator, to tHe president of the 
exchange, calling his attention to the 
matter. 

TO PUNISH VIOLATORS. 

Articles appearing in yesterday's 
Los Angeles papers to the effect that 
Mr. Cole of the Food Administra- 
tion had written to the Produce Ex- 
change calling their attention to 
certain incidents, namely, an ad- 
vance in the price of case count 
eggs, with no sales being made on 
the date in question, will cause a 
rigid investigation, and if any one 
is found guilty of unfair pra e he 
will be punished accordingly,” mem- 
bers of the exchange stated yester- 
day. “It is strictly against the rules 
of the exchange for any one to bid 
for an article for any other pur- 
pose than distributing it at once 
to the consumer, and one member 
of the exchange-cannot buy a given 
commodity and then turn around 
and sell it to another member and 
keep within the rules of the organi- 
zation,” Secretary Hudson states. 
“The authority quoted yesterday 
was in error concerning the differ- 
ence in San Francisco and An- 
geles egg prices, giving the differ- 
ence as being from 3 to 4 cents, 
when, as a fact, yesterday’s quota- 
tions showed extra eggs at Los An- 
geles 40 cents, and in San Francisco 
41% cents, the San Francisco quota- 
tion being a retail figure and ours 
wholesale, the difference up there 
was about 2 cents between retail 
and wholesale, and would make their 
wholesale price yesterday 39% as 


against our price of 40 cents.” 


Secretary Hudson also said that 
territory tributary to San Francisco 
produces a surplus of eggs, on ac- 
count of the big chicken centers at 
Petaluma and Santa Rosa, while 
locally we do not produce enough 
to supply the demand, which neces- 
sitates shipping eggs into our 
market. This condition, on account 
of the added freight and express 
charges, causes our egg prices to 
stay normally from % to 1% cents 
higher than the 9 price, but 
— from 3 to 4 cents higher, he 
said. * 

The same authority misquoted in 
saving that San Francisco consumed 
from four to five times the Los An- 
geles, consumption, exchange mem- 
bers declared, the difference being 
about two to one in San Francisco's 
favor on account of the heavy ex- 
ports 2 northern cities.
